No question under the first einendimeat of the 
Constitution is in issue in this case, nor can it be 
in issue,so farasthe Louisiana lottery is con- 
cerned, until a statute shall be passed forbidding, 
not merely the circulation of papers carrying its 
advertisements through the mails, but forbidding 
the circulation of such newspapers through any 
agency whatever. The real issue, argues the At- 
torney-General, is whether the United States 
Government is compelled to besome the agent of 
this lottery company. The first amendment tothe 
Constitution mo more requires Cormgress to 
provide for the carrying of th the literature of the 
lottery company in the mails than it requires 
Congress to provice by law for printing such liter- 
ature. Seriously, is it not too plain for argument 
that under this first amendment to the Constitu- 
tion Congress does its whole duty by the press 
when it fails to put any restriction whatever upon 
the printing, publication, or circulation thereof 
by those interested therein through such private 
agencies as they are able to command? Why, 
upon the theory of the argument of the petitioners 
that the publishers of newspapers had an abso- 
lute right to carriage in the mails, and that any 
discrimination against them is abridging the 
freedom of the press, then all the postal 
regulations by which letters are given precedence 
over newspapers in the mails, even in time of car- 
riage and distribution, are invalid. This is cer- 
tainly a discrithination against the newspapers. 
It is abridging the freedom of the press. A news- 
paper published today is practically valueless to- 
morrow, while letters may often wait a day with- 
out loss; therefore, the precedence provided for 
in the regulations, and very common in the trans- 
portation and delivery of letters over newspapers, 
is intolerable violation of the first amendment of 
the Constitution and calls for immediate redress. 


Acts That Are Unlawfaual. 

Finally, it seems to me that the question peti- 
tioner’s counsel assume to be in the case is not so 
broad as is claimed. Each of the petitioners is 
seeking discharge from arrest under indictment 
or information for illegally depositing unmaila- 
ble matter in the mails. Whether the law by. its 
terms authorizes the posta! officials to throw out 
matter deemed to be unmailable, and whether it 
is competent for Congress to authorize such ac- 
tion by the postoffice officials, are questions not 
involved in any of these cases. Nor does it 
seem to me that they are cases in which 
if the law were found to be invalid 
in that particular it would necessarily be invalid 
uhder the decisions of this court in its entirety. 
My understanding is that the decisions. not only 
ofthis court but generally, hold that where a 
number of acts are designated in the statute as 
constituting a particular crime, and as to some of 
such acis the legislation is unauthorized, the 
courts cannot be required to select out such acts 
as are within the authority of the Legislaturefand 
enforce the law as to them, rejecting it as to the 
others. 

i think no decision will be fotind wherein it is 
held that if an act defines different offenses and 
provides for their punishment the fact that as to 
one of the offenses the legislation was unauthor- 
ized renders the entire legislation invalid. And 
so, if the act defines and prescribes a punishment 
for an offense, the fact that it also, independently 
of such provision, imposes duties on offi- 
cers which are unauthorized by the Consti- 
tution is immaterial. If I am correct in this dis- 
crimination then the provision for the punish- 
ment of mailing unmailable matteris in no way 
dependent upon those prescribing duties of post- 
office officials in relation to such matters, but 
each may stand or fall independently of the 
other. 


PLOTTING A REVOLUTION IN MEXICO. 


President Diaz Referred To as a Second 
Santa Anna—Trouble is Feared. 

Langpo, Tex., Sept. 17.—Last night some 
unknown persons distributed in the streets 
here a dodger printed in Spanish, entitled 
“X Plan of Revolution.” It set forth that 
Mexico was in the toils of a second Santa 
Anna, referring to President Diaz, and all lib- 
erty-loving people should join in a revolution 
to secure his overthrow. The plan went on 
to name Catarina Garcia as chief leader or 
executive of the revolution, and Ruse Sando- 
val, of border fame, as commander-in-chief 
of the army. Sandoval is the man whocrossed 
the river heré some months ago with seven 
men and was scooped in by the civil authori- 
ties, assisted by the United States troops. He 
was acquitted for lack of evidence as to his 
motive. Catarina Garcia is also the possessor 
of a savory reputation and his record here is 
anything but enviable. Some years ago he 
became mixed upin politics on this side of 
the river, although a Mexican citizen. He 
was slapped in the face in the public street 
and had to leave the city. Since then he has 
been mixed up in several squabbles, always 
getting the worst of it, and once he 
was shot in Rio Grande City over an election 
squabble. He has secretly published a small 
paper in aranch in Neuces County and is 
now wanted here for libel on account of arti- 
cles published in that paper. Last night after 
the circular referred to had been distributed a 
man Damed Benzonia, foreman of Garcia’s 
paper, was arrested on the Plaza here, as he is 
a party to the libel suit. He isin jail unable to 
give bail, The general opinion here is that the 
circular isa hoax. Reports were sent out last 
night that Garcia had crosed the river with 
fifty men, but this is discredited here by all peo- 
ple who know him, as they believe him to be a 
coward. Itis known that Sandoval 1s not 
with him, but is in Galveston or New Orleans, 

Brownvit1z, Tex., Sept. 17.—The best in- 
formation here shows that 100 men crossed 
the river near Omier and Camargo. They cut 
the telegraph wires, but communication was 
restored today. The revolutionists have had 
a fight with a squad of armed customs guards 
near San Miguel and lost some of their horses, 
No one was hurt as faras known. Gen. Cor- 
tina, the erstwhile terror of this neighborhood, 
was at Matamoras today. 


READY FOR THE WORD AT OKLAH OMA, 


Thousands of Boomers on the Border Pre- 
pared to Enter the New Country. 

Gururim, Ok., Sept. 17.—Prospective set- 
tlers of the mew Indian lands are awaiting 
with much impatience the President’s procla- 
mation permitting them to enter and claim 
their homesteads. Most of the boomers have 
already gone as faras the border, and need 
only the word from Washington to send them 
over the line. Each party of boomers has 
left one of their number at Guthrie to 
act as couriers to carry them the news that 
the lands are opened when the official an- 
nouncement is made here. There are about 
1,500 boomers awa iting here for the word and 
on the border fully 3,000 people are gathered. 
Many townspeople have joined the rush and 
some of the factories and stores are left short- 
handed. One notable fact concerning the 
people who intend to settle in the new land is 
that large numbers of them, nearly half of 
them, it is estimated, are negroes. They 
have come principally. from the South, at- 
tracted here by the advertisements of the 
two. colonization colonies, one headed 
by the noted negro Langston, and the 
other by ex-Auditor McCabe, colored, of Kan- 
sas. The excitement tonight among the boom- 
ers in this city is great. Hundreds of people 
surround the newspaper offices and the Gov- 
ernor’s mansion, anxious to get the first news 
that the President has opened the lands to set- 
tlement. The crowds are composed of Indi- 
ans, cowboys, gamblers, and home-seekers, 
white and black. The United ‘States Marshal 
has increased his force of deputies to 100 to 
assist in keeping the peace. The crowds are, 
on the whole; good natured, and no disturb- 
ances have occurred so far. -

SEEDSMAN JAMES VICK EMBARRASSED. 


An Application for a Receiver Filed by a 
Rochester Bank. 

Rocuzstsr, N. Y., Sept. 17.—The Flour City 
Bank this morning levied on the property ot 
the James Vick corporation on a chattel mort- 
gage for $85,000 held as collateral security. 
An application for a receiver will be made 
this afternoon and the corporation will be dis- 
solved. The liabilities will amount to be- 
tween $175,000 and $200,000 and the assets, if 
an advaatageous sale of the valuable real es- 
tate owned by the firm is made, will be more 
than sufficient to cover liabilities. James 
Vick will continue the business on a smaller 
scale under his own name. The concern has 
been in embarrassed circumstances for years, 
but has inanaged to tide over emergencies un- 
til the present crisis. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 17.—George W. Up- 
dike filed suit in the Circuit Court today 
against James B. M. Keblor, William Left- 
wick, Walter Johnson, J. B, Goodrich, and 
the Grier Commission company asking for an 
accounting and the appointment of a receiver 
for that company which assigned some time 
ago. The avermentse of the  peti- 
tion are somewhat sensational. All the 
parties to the suit were stock- 
holders in the Grier Commussion company, 
Updike and Keblor bemg the largest. The 
petition avers that the commission company 
was indebted to the American Exchange Bank 
in 1890 to the amount of $123,246, which 1t was 
unable to pay; that Updike and Keblor agreed 
to become personally responsible for the 
amount; that notes were issued cover- 
ing the amount. Of the total sum 
$38.720 has been paid—$21,683 by Keblor and 
$17,088 by Updike. In his petition Updike 
alleges that he paid his share out of his means, 
but chatges Keblor with using the cullections 
of the Grier Commission company to pay his. 
Undike also charges that Keblor since June, 
1890, has appropriated to his own use over 
$40,000 of the funds of the Grier Commission 
company.

INMATES OF EVANSTON “FEM. SEM.” 
PROTEST AGAINST A NEW RULING. 


The Freedom Heretofore Existing in Ref- 
erence to Receiving Calls from the Op- 
posite Sex No Longer Permitted—Early 
Hours Must Be Kept Hereafter—How 
the Young Women Received the News— 
Alleged Cause of the Change—Threats 
That Are Made. 


An impenetrable cloud of gloom has settled 
over classic Evanston. Tere are individuals 
residing in that pleasant suburb who are not 
entirely overshadowed by it, but to the college, 
community in general (except, of course, the 
faculty ) life isn’t thought to be worth living. 
Without the prospect of co-educational walks 
and talks by moonlight, pleasant trips to 
Wilmette and Kenilworth, theater parties, 
rs and evening calls galore how could 
i 

The cause of the general atmosphere of de- 
pression that hangs about Northwestern Uni- 
versity and the principal topic of conversa- 
fon among its students is a neat little list of 
rules regarding the social privileges of the in- 
mates of the Woman’s College, which was 
made public yesterday. According to the new 
régime callers—of the masculine gender— 
will: be allowed at the “fem. sem.” only be- 
tween the hours of 7 and 8 o’clock in the 
evening of each day of the week except Friday. 
On that evening they may bask in the smiles 
of their several divinities until 9:30 o’clock. 
Hereafter the lights will be extinguished at 
10:80, the young women will be expected to 
report to the principal at 8:30 each and every 
evening, and no young woman will be allowed 
to leaye the buiiding after 7:30 o’clock at night 
without a chaperon. This means, of course, 
theater tickets for three instead of two in the 
future,'as well as a number of other more or 
less serious inconveniences. 

The wail of the students over these “ harsh, 
unfeeling ’’ regulations is long and loud, but 
the members of the facuity say in view of the 
social dissipation that prevailed at the uni- 
versity last year they are wholesome and even 
necessary. 

What Happened Last Year. 

It is said that last year there were no rules 
nor restrictions, that chaperons were an un- 
heard-Of calamity, and that students of both 
sexes followed their own sweet wills in the 
matter of spending their evenings. To be sure 
the college men could call at the “‘ fem. sem.” 
only two nights out of the week, but they im- 
proved. those opportunities ‘so eagerly and 
earnestly that it was not an unusual thing for 
the matron to interfere and to’ send them 
smartly about their business at a late hour. 
Banquets, spreads, and receptions were always 
a signal for retiring long after midnight, 
while from the annual “symposium ”’ of the 
Phi Kappa Psi Society, at which there were of 
course no chaperons, young women have 
been known to return home between the hours 
of 2 and 3 o’clock in the morning. 

Karly this fall, it is related, one of the edi- 
tors of ‘a certain local paper informed the 
faculty of the university that if this sort of 
excess ‘continued he should criticise it in his 
paper. This may not have had any effect 
upon that body, but it is considered significant 
that the present action of the board was taken 
promptly after his suggestion. 

Dr. Rogers, the President of the university, 
who was interviewed by a Txrisone 
reporter’ yesterday afternoon, said there 
were several reasons for the new 
rules, some of which he had no 
objections to telling the public. ‘ First,’ he 
said, ** in the judgment of the university au- 
thorities the primary object in students com- 
ing here'is to study, not to go into society; 
and, therefore, we have thought it necessary 
as far.as we can do so reason- 


here to indulge in too much social dissipa- 
tion. Last year there were not sufficient re- 
strictions, which seriously interfered with the 
proper preparation of college work. Then, 
too, parents expect when they send their 
daughters away from home that some super- 
vision shall be exercised over them, especially 
in an institution with a dormitory system 
like ours. They are intrusted to our care and 
so far as we can we shall stand in the place 
of parents and look after their welfare.” 
No Rules for the Young Men. 

On being asked if a corresponding set of 
rules had been formulated for the men Dr. 
Rogers said: ‘“ No; for the reason. that they 
have no dormitory system. I announced. at 


chapel Wednesday afternoon that new rules 


for the young ladies were about to go into op- 
eration, and the boys cheered, but (with a 
smile) they didn’t know what those rules were 
then.” 

Mrs. Emily Huntington Miller, the new 
Principal of the Woman’s College, made 
practically the same statement as Dr. Rogers. 
But she added that the girls had received the 
new mandate in “*a really beautiful spirit,” 
and that she had no fear whatever that the 
rules would not be obeyed. They are not, of 
course, cast-iron, and the President can give 
‘* permissions ” whenever he thinks it advisa- 
ble. It is to Mrs. Miller, by the way, 
that the students owe a good share of the 
privileges that remain to them. The original 
motion of the faculty was to cut down calling 
evenings to one a week, but Mrs. Miller over- 
ruled it. 

In spite of the ‘“ beautiful spirit ” of per- 
naps a few of the girls the majority seem to 
have decided among themselves: 

That the new rules are “simply unbeara- 
ble’; that they shall get out of the dormitory 
into private families just as soon as they can; 
that they’d like to know how they are going 
to dispose of chaperones when they go bi- 
cycling in the evening; that the rules will 
probably only be obeyed a short time any 
way. 

The boys’ opinions on the subject are in 
some sense a refiex of the girls. They are: 
That if the girls don’t go into private houses 
the banquets will have to be “ whooped up” 
at 6 o’clock; that they’ll get around those 
rules some way even if they have to import 
giddy young chaperones.

FOR HANDLING THE FAIR EXHIBITS. 


Secretary Foster Explains the Arrangements 
to the Foreign Commissioners. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 17.—[Special.}— 
During the conference at the Treasury De- 
partment'‘between Secretary Foster and the 
World’s Fair Commissioners great stress was 
laid upon the means for transporting exhibits 
tothe Fair. After a full and free interchange 
of opinions upon the subjects of particular in- 
terest to the foreigners present, Secretary 
Foster said: 

* With regard to your suggestion that the 
goods should go forward to Chicago in sealed 
cars, it is intended that they should first come 
into the custody of the United States customs 
officers at Chicago. I want to ask you this: 
Are our ations in respect to receiving 
goods at New York satisfactory? They are 
simple. it is simply this:

makes entry for transportation without break- 
age to Chicago. Then the customs authorities 
have know! of the goods. The goods are 
kages with marks and 
numbers. Then, under the charge of the cus- 
toms officers, they are removed m the ves- 
sel and put on cars and sealed with the cus- 
toms seals. When the goods come to Chicago 
they will be in the custody of the Collector of 
Customs until they are entered at the Exhibi- 
tion. It is possible and practicable that they 
can be run down to the Exhibition ground at 
once, Then it is contemplated to have sufii- 
cient force of entry elerks and inspectors there 
to — make entry of these goods. 

” suggestion has been lately made to 
the Secretary of State that he suggest to ex- 
hibiters that they have bills and invoices of 
their goods made before they leave, as 1t will 
expedite the checking of them. The Col- 
lector at New York should have one and the 
Collector at Chicago another. When they ar- 
rive at Chicago we propose to have these en- 
tries made as rapi as possible, and then 
they will be sent at once where exhibiters 
want them af the place of exhibition, and then 
we propose to have officers enough 80 
that they may not be unduly embarrassed. 
Each man shall have charge of one section 
and the goods will be taken ont and checked 
off. It is required by our law that these goods 
be appraised, and this will be done from time 
to time as the Exhibition goes on. A special 
force of inspectors will te on the grounds all 
the time in conference and in communication 
with the exhibiters. And from time to time, 
if desired, they can check up the exhibit and 
see that it is intact, and then, when the Exhi- 
bition is through, if they want to sell any of 
these goods they can go to the Custom House 
on the grounds and make reudy for examina. 
tion, or if they want to export them to some 
place they can go to the Custom House on the 
grounds and take the necessary action.”’ 

Sir Henry Wood—“Itis rather important 
that you should regard the commissioners of 
each country as the consignes of the goods 
from that country. It will reduce your work 
to have twenty or thirty consignees instead of 
500 to 1,000,” ‘ 

Secretary Butterworth—“ What cost will the 
entry at New York entail on the exhibiters?’’

HOW JAMES ANDERSON ESCAPED, 


The Cincinnati Burglar Let Out of Jail by 
a Court Official. 

Crvomvwatt, O., Sept. 17.—{Special.]—July 
10 last this city was greatly agitated by the 
escape of James Anderson, a notorious burg- 
lar, from the county jail. It was discovered 
a few days later that he had been set at lib- 
erty and the authorities began an investiga- 
tion to find out who had released him. In the 
meantime detectives were put on Anderson’s 
track and about three weeks ago he was cap- 
tured in Cleveland and returned to the Cin- 
cinnati jail.

He said that Lew Hadden, Assistant 
Court Solicitor, had agreed to secure keys 
of the jail for $10 each, The arrangement 
was made with Mrs. Anderson. keys 
were to be made'simply as a blind. Then Cal 
Tucker, the night watchrnan, agreed that for 
$200 he would see that Anderson was let out. 
The contract was carried out and on the night 
of the 10th of July, when no one was around, 
shortly before midnight, Anderson was let 
out of the front door by Tucker. Mrs. 
Andersén was in waiting with a car- 
riage. He drove out a short distance in the 
country, where he kept in hiding for a short 
time and then went to Cleveland. It has been 
all along sus that others than Hadden 
were eng in the plot to release Anderson.

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Three Relatives of the Late Schuyler Skaats 
Commence Proceedings to Get a Slice of 
the Fortune He Left—Francis Hendricks 
Appointed Collector of New York—Bulls 
Have Kverything Their Own Way in 
Wall Street—General Metropolitan News. 


New York, Sept. 17,—[Special. ]—Schuyler 
Skaats, an eccentric character and for many 
years conspicuous in and about the hotels 
of this city and Saratoga, died July 
23 last at Cornwall-on-Hudson. He left a 
fortune valued at nearly a million dollars, 
consisting largely of stocks, bonds, and other 
securities. His will, executed May 22, 1884, 
and a codicil] made Aug. 21 of the same year, 
are to be contested by three nieces—Laura N. 
Hawley of Chicago, and Mary M. A. Orvis and 
Harriet A. L. Walker of this city. They have 
interposed objecnons to the probate of the 
will, charging mental incapacity on the part 
of Skaate. They were not remembered in the 
will, although about ail his other relatives were. 
Mr. Skaats was about 60 years old when he 
died. For many years he lived with his 
wife at the Hotel Buckingham. For about 
seven years he suffered from an abscess at the 
base of the brain, resulting in his death. This 
disease is said to have caused a loss of memory 
on the part of Skaats, and this will be one of 
the points made by the contestants. Catherine 
Prall Skaats, the widow, survives. They had 
no children. The Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company is sole executor of the estate. 

By the terms of the will the widow receives 
the furniture, works of art, horses and car- 
riages, and some “ Riverside”’ lots, together 
with $25,000 in New York and Harlem rail- 
road company’s bonds, $20,000 in Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad bonds, 
$20,000 in United States 414 per cents; thirty 
shares of the Morris and Essex railroad stock 
and 600shares of the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific. 

Bartholomew Skaats, a brother, is left 100 
shares of New York Central stock, 100 shares 
of Chitago, Rock Island and Pacific, and $20,- 
000 in bonds of the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad (Lacrosse Division). William W. 
Skaats, also a brother, was left $20,000in De. 
troit, Monroe and Toledo railroad bonds and 
$19,000 in bonds of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad. 

Mr. Skaats’ sisters, Eliza P. Foster of Utica, 
N, ¥., Sara V. B, Gaylor of Ridgewood, N. J., 
Mary C. Noyes of San Francisco, Anna 
Wheeler and Elsie Skaats, and a nephew, 
David S. Skaats, are well provided for, and 
the remainder of the estate is to go equally to 
Bartholomew Skaats, the sisters, and the 
nephew. In the event of the wil! bemg set 
aside, which the three nieces are confident 
will be done, the widow will receive more than 
she does under the .will—being entitled to her 
dower in the real estate and one-half of the 
personal property—and the brother, William, 
will also be benefited in addition to the nieces 
receiving a share in the estate. 


FASSETT’S SUCCESSOR NAMED. 


Francis Hendricks of Syracuse Appointed 
Collector of New York. 

New York, Sept. 17.—[Special. ]}—President 
Harrison today appointed Francis Hendricks 
to succeed Mr. Fassett as Collector of the Port 
of New York. It was surprising, not to say 
amusing, to a critical student of human nature 
to see how many friends the new Collector al- 
ready has in the custom-house among sub- 
ordinates. Surveyor Lyon was in the Legis- 
lature with him and loved him like a brother. 
Even Auditor Blatchford of the Surveyor’s of- 
fice, the grim and surly, was genial as he 
spoke of his old friend Hendricks. Deputy 
Collector Burr expressed the warmest admira- 
tion for the coming man. Appraiser Cooper 
welcomed the rising sun, and became enthusi- 
astic as he eulogized the new Collector and 
predicted a brilliant administration. And 
the number of officials who “ had known all 
the time ”’ that Hendricks was to be the man 
was astounding. 

Tt is ex that Senator Uendricks will 
take charge of the custom-house tomorrow. 
It was said that Mr. Elliott F. Shepard had 
telegraphed to the new Collector, offering to 
become his bondsiman for the full amount of 
his bond—$500,000. Mr. Shepard, however, as 
a lawyer, probably knows that the statutes 
will not permit the Secretary of the Treasury 
to accept one surety on the Collector’s bond. 
The appointment of Senator Hendricks will 
make no change in the management of the 
custom-house. The pew Collector, like Mr. 
Fassett, will naturally try to follow out the 
belief that the small army of Democrats who 
have managed to retain their places in 
custom-house since the Democratic Adminis- 
tration went out should be removed as soon 
as possible in the interest of good politics. 

{Francis Hendricks is one of the prominent 

inesemen of Syracuse. He was born at 
Kingston, N. Y., Nov. 23, 1834, and educated in the 
common schools and afterward attended the Al- 
bany Academy. He began as clerk in Rochester 
and then went to Syracuse and went into busi- 
ness for himself. His life there, business, social, 
and political, has been a success from the start. 
He was Mayor of Syracuse for two consecutive 
terms. He served two terms in the Assembly, 
represent the Second District of Onondaga 
County. Afterward he served three terms as 
Senator from the Twenty-fifth District. He de 
clined the renomination for the fourthterm. Mr. 
Hendricks was Chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Cities. He has been one of Senator His- 
cock’s warmest friends for years and has success- 
fully managed all of his campaigns. Mr. Hen- 
dricks at present is at the bead of the firm of 
Francis Hendricks & Co, of Syracuse.

Seemingly this is hitting at the Republican 
Congress which passed the Silver law of last 
year. Actually, it isa back-handed way of 
telling the Democracy of the rest of the United 
States if they take Cleveland as a Presi- 
dential candidate they must give up their free- 
coinage heresies, or, if they choose to take up 
any one else, they must abandon them just 
the same or lose the thirty-six electoral votes 
of New York. 

To denounce the “Sherman law’ is to de- 
nounce indirectly the Democrats of the Fifty- 
first Congress, who, while not voting for it, 
yoted for something which the New York 
Democrats believe is inconceivably worse 
than that could possibly be. The bill as 
drafted by Secretary Windom provided for 
the payment for silver bullion with silver cer- 
tificates, and the redemption of those certiti- 
cates in bullion. As amended by the House 
it provided for their redemption in coin or in 
bullion. All this was stricken out in the Sen- 
ate and a free coinage clause inserted, 28 Dem- 
ocrats voting for it and only 3 against it. 
When the House voted on the question of con- 
curring in that amendment, 112 Democrats 
voted for free coinage and only 22 against it. 
The Senate amendments were defeated and 
the bill went to a conference committee, 
which reported back the present law as a com- 
promise, All the Democrats in House and 
Senate voted against the report because it did 
not go far enough in stump-tailing silver. The 
overwhelming majority of the representatives 
of that party in the last Congress were for 
free coinage and the expulsion of gold, which 
is infinitely more objectionable to the New 
York Democrats than the present law, limit- 
ing the coinage of silver. 

There has been no abatement in the Demo- 
cratic yearning in the West and South for 
stuinp-tail coinage since the last Congress ad- 
journed. Even in a State like Ohio, where 
stump-tailing the currency will do so much 
harm, the Democrats have declared for it in 
their platform. It is high time, therefore, for 
the Democrats of the great pivotal State of 
New York to take the stand they have and to 
notify the rest of the party that it must stop 
in ite mad career to debase the currency and 
cheat creditors or be prepared for defeat in 
1892. The New-Yorkers might have adopted 
a more direct and less roundabout way of de- 
livering their words of warning to their erring 
brethren. Instead of denouncing the * Sher- 
man law,” which they would gladly accept to- 
day instead of free coinage if they were 
forced to make a choice, they should have 
reprimanded those Democrats whose votes in 
the last Congress defeated the adoption of 
the provision for the redemption in bullion at 
its gold value of the Treasury notes paid out 
in exchange for silver bullion bought at its 
gold value. But they could not resist the 
temptation of slapping at their party over the 
back of Senator Sherman because he is a Re- 
publican ; but it would have been more manly 
to have given the debased silver-money Demo- 
crats a straight warning. 


THE ELECTION OF LANE. 

Every citizen of Chi¢ago who has the inter- 
ests of its schools at heart will join the friends 
of Mr. Lane in congratulating him upon the 
honor conferred on him by the Board of Eau- 
cation, for it is no ordinary honor, as it is no 
ordinary responsibility to have the charge of 
8,000 teachers and nearly 150,000 pupils and 
the educational and business administration 
of the schools of this great city. They will 
also rejoice that the board wisely rejected the 
effort of some partisans to draw party lines 
and the attempt of others to defer the election. 
The President of the Board, though a promi- 
nent Democrat, is entitled to credit for using 
his influence to secure the election of Mr. 
Lane and for rising above party pressure to 
secure the election of a man whose qualifica- 
tions are unquestioned. By the patriotic ac- 
tion of himself and his associates the best man 
for the place has been secured and the in- 
terests of the schools will be safe 
in his hands. The only criticism which has 
been passed upon him by those opposed to his 
election is that he is not a college graduate; in 
other words, they feared he would not carry 
out high-school and collegiate methods and 
be ** a Socrates or a Longfellow or a Horace 
Mann.” These are not the methods that are 
wanted, nor is there any call for the classics 
in the school administration. There are three 
or four thousand children in the high schools, 
and there is no danger that their interests will 
suffer. There are. 147,000 children in the 
grammar schools whose interests would suffer 
if they were conducted on classical methods. 
The election of Mr. Lane is a guaranty that 
they will be looked after, and looked after in 
a practical, progressive, business-hke manner.

THE GREAT CORN CROP NOW SAFE. 
There is much talk about the corn crop of 
the country having been kept back by cool 
weather and the alleged possibility of the 
yield being cut seriously short if we should 
have a frost within the next fewdays. Any 
such fears are groundless, so far as the supply 
of merchantable corn is concerned, A rather 
large area along the northern edge of the 
corn belt may be described as still on the 


contribute much to the corn sold in the mar- 
kets of the world and counted in the visible 
supply. The corn raised there is mostly used 


not sold to go outside the counties in which it 
is grown. 

The five States—Iowa, Kansas, Illinois, 
Nebraska, and Missouri—contribute fully 
three-quarters of the corn sold to be moved 
by rail, while producing fully half the crop of 
the United States. Most of the remaining 
quarter sold to shippers is raised by Indiana, 
Ohio, Texas, Tennessee, Kentucky, and Penn- 
sylvania. They ship about one-eighth part of 
their yield and the first-named one-fifth, the 
rest bemg consumed at home. Minnesota, 
the Dakotas, Wisconsin, and Michigan, the 
States about which some people are solicitous, 
raise barely 5 per cent of the crop and ship 
but 5 per cent of their yield. Hence, while a 
premature frost would entail loss upon the 
growers in those States, it would make but a 
small difference in the total quantity availa- 
ble for sale to those who pay cash for it and 
take it for shipment to the great markets. 

It is safe to say, perhaps with the exception 
of a narrow part of Iowa which lies outside 
of the northern boundaries of Illinois and 
Nebraska, that the corn in that portion of the 
belt which contributes the “merchantable ”’ 
article will be out of the way of frost by the 
end of this week. Andin all' that area the 
corn is geverally in first-class shape, much of 
it promising a larger yield than ordinary. The 
total crop may be expected to fall little, if 
any, short of 2,000,000,000 bushels, comparing 
favorably in quantity with the largest ever 
raised in the United States, and in quality 
equal to the best. It will form a grand com- 
panion record to that already made by our 
wheat fields, and doubtless, like that product, 
will be extensively drawn upon to fill the food 
wants of Europe during the current cereal 
year. 

Under the conviction that the corn crop 
was reasonably assured of being a good one, 
the holders of old corn at various points in 
the interior have let it go freely during the 
last week or two and the volume of fresh sup- 
plies has been a real surprise to many persons 
in the trade. It was widely believed that the 
short crop of last year would ail be used up 
long before the new was ready for use, but it 
does not Jook that way now. The visible sup- 
ply is actually on the increase at a time when 
it was expected the bins of the farmers would 
all be empty. It will be wellif some of the 
men who are said to have made up their 
minds to “ hold the wheat ’’ do not meet with 
a similar experience. It is a difficult thing to 
estimate the magnitude of either the wheat or 
corn crop, or the volume of invisible reserves, 
in such a big country as ours. 


FRANCE AND THE FRENCH FAIR, 
There is a notable difference between the 
policy of the government of the French Re- 
public and that of the United States so far in 
dealing with great National Expositions. The 
working capital for the one held at Paris in 
1889 was contributed in this way:

Congress ordered that a World’s Fair be 
beld at Chicago in commemoration of the 
greatest event in the history of the world— 
the discovery of the Western Hemisphere. It 
put the Fair in the hands of a National Com- 
mission representing every State and Terri- 
tory arid the Nation atlarge. It has notified 
all the foreign governments that the Exposi- 
tion is to be held, and has cordially invited 
them to attend it with exhibits. The follow- 
ing table shows what has been done to date 
in the way of providing for the expenses of 
the Nation’s Fair:

The French Government put in $3,400,000 
out of $8,000,000. The great Republic of 
North America has not advanced a cent out 
of $11,000,000 to defray the expenses of mak- 
ing its own Fair—as yet. It is true that it has 
appropriated a million and a half for an ex- 
hibit of its-own, and also to detray the ex- 
penses of the National Commission it created 
to boss the Fair, But the single State of Illi- 
nois has appropriated $800,000 for a State ex- 
hibit. Ifthe United States were to have an 
exhibit on the same scale as Illinois it would 
have to appropriate about twelve million dol- 
lars. It must be confessed that the conduct 
of the United States looks rather small and 
stingy when contrasted with that of the French 
Republic, the State of Illinois, the City of | 
Chicago, or its private citizens. But Congress 
this winter will have plenty of time to make 
amends in behalf of the Nation’s Exposition.

THE DISPOSITION OF THE ARID LANDS. 
The Irrigation Congress is now in session at 
Salt Lake City. One of the questions for dis- 
cussion submitted by the Committee on Reso- 
lutions is: 
Is it advisable that the Federal Government 
should retain the public domain and itself enter 


upon the work of reclamation of the arid land 
and then transfer to actual settlers? 


Resolutions providing for the issue of bonds 
to the amount of $150,000,000, to be expended 
in irrigation, said bonds to be redeemable in 
Treasury notes issued against them, have been 
introduced, All such schemes of tapping the 
pockets of the farmers and other citizens of 
States which have no ard lands within their 
limits should be rejected by the Irrigation 
Congress because they are impracticable. The 
farmers east of the ninety-ninth meridian will 
not consent to be taxed for the purpose of irri- 
gating lands whose produce will enter into 
competition with what they raise. To make 
them pay taxes for such a purpose would be 
rank injustice and favoritism. 

The true course for the government to take 
is to cede the hundreds of millions of acres of 
arid lands to the States and Territories within 
whose limits they are, on condition that the 
recipients will comply with the rules and regu- 
lations prescribed by Congress, specifying the 
disposition which they will be allowed to 
make of these lands. It would have to be pro- 
vided that a State should use the receipts from 
these lands in part for educational

But if it asks 
Congress to issue $150,000,000, or any other 
sum, in irrigation bonds, it will waste ite time. 


“IT IS A WORLD'S FAIR,” SAYS THE SEC- 
RETARY OF THE TREASURY. 

Last Wednesday Secretary. foster of the 
United States Treasury was waited upon by 
Messrs. Butterworth and Handy of the World’s 
Fair Commission, accompanied by Sir Henry 
Wood and James Dredge of Great Britain and 
Herr Wermuth of Germany. 
sary introductions the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury addressed the gentlemen in the following 
terms: 


He assured them that this Fair was not local to 
Chicago, was not local to the United States, but 
was strictly a World's Fair, in celebration of an 
event in which all nations were interested. 
P:operly, America was arranging the matter, but 
all nations ofthe earth had a proprietary interest 
in the celebration. 1n every case where the tariff 
laws seemed to interfere with the foreign exhibits 
the department would make the most liberal con- 
structions of the law, and wherethis was not suf- 
ficient Congress would be asked to pass special 
acts to destroy any discriminating regulations of 
the tariff. The government would exert itself to 
- be i with every barrier to the success of the 

air, 

After leaving the Treasury Department the 
party called on Postmaster-General Wanamaker, 
and Sir Henry Wood informed bim that the work- 
ing of the postal telegraph of Great Britain would 
be illustrated in the British exhibit and would be 
an interesting feature of it. At the Patent Office 
the Commissioner of Patents assured them that 
foreign inventors need have no fear of their in- 
ventions being appropriated without their con- 
sent, as this government would protect them. 
Shortly after noon the party called at the White 
House and passed half an hour inthe President's 
office discussing the Fair and its prospects, the 
President announcing in unmistakable terms 
hearty coperation and determination to benefit 
the praject by every means at his command. 


These official assurances have removed any 
doubt that may have been entertained by the 
Foreign Commussioners named in regard to 
the light in which the Fair us held by the gov- 
ernment. The Secretary stated to them dis- 
tinctly that it is a national and international 
exhibit, and notone simply local to the City of 
Chicago or the State of Illinois, but for the whole 
world, He has thus given a flat contradiction 
to the statements made by certain piqued pa- 
pers published at the East, with the Tammany 
Hall Sun of New York at their head. If these 
sheets have a grain of fairnéss in their man- 
agement they will not now hesitate to publish 
a retraction and admit that they “labored 
under a mistake”’ in attackmg the Fair and 
its Directors. They should be willing to con- 
cede that they were in the wrong and try to 
atone for past unfairness by helping to make 
the Fair a grand success. 

If they do not the public will rate them as 
they deserve. They will stand convicted of 
deliberate and persistent misrepresentation, 
the animus of which 1s jealousy of Chicago 
and spite because the Tammany crowd did 
not have the opportunity of manipulating the 
Fair funds in the interest of that unsavory 
boodlers’ rookery and its leading spirits. 
They can hardly afford to occupy that posi- 
tion, and their only alternative is to place the 
World’s Exposition:in its true light before the 
people. They should now take the ground 
that being a National undertakme, created by 
the National Government, and really managed 
by its appointed represeatatives, it should be 
aided by the Nation to become a grand suc- 
cess. A prime necessity to the enlargement 
of plan which will secure that is the loan of 
$5,000,000 from the National Treasury, which 
has been recommended by the National Com- 
missioners. Let the papers which have hith- 
erto tried their worst to belittle the Fair and 
ridicule the efforts of its managers now take 
hold and insist upon the recognition which it 
deserves and the material aid to which the Na- 
tion is already tacitly pledged as a guarantor 
of its being a fittang celebration of the discov- 
ery of this continent four centuries ago. 


A MEAN AND UNJUST ATTACK. 
The Boston Daily Advertiser most unfairly 


and falsely says: 


In its effort to secure the prize Chicago sent on 
a delegation of leading citizens to maintain a 
lobby at Washington and made a solemn public 
pledge to the effect that under no circumstances, 
contingencies, or stress of indebtedness would 
Chicago ask the Federal Government for one 
cent toward the Fair beyond the amount appro- 
priated for a Federal exhibit. This statement 
was not made once, merely, It was repeated over 
and over again in every conceivable form. Under 
no circumstances would the Fair have gone to 
Chicago had not that pledge been made by every 
representative of Chicago before Congress. In 
order that there should be no misunderstand - 
ing on this point those representatives were re- 
quired to repeat the pledges time and time again 
in the most public way. 

A paper of the assumed high standing of the 
Advertiser should not let its pique make it 
talk in this grossly incorrect fashion, nor has 
it any warrant for the assumption that Chi- 
cago would not ask for a cent under any cir- 
cumstances, and thus has violated its pledges. 
Why does it not go to the official record and 
see what Chicago did promise? Why does it 
not consult the engagements of the contract- 
ing parties? Mr. Springer in his speech said: 

Fivé million dollars have been subscribed by 
the citizens of Chicago, all of whieh is collectible, 
and the local board can and will raise five 
millions more by city loan, and the city will give 
the site free of charge. Our men of means have 
subscribed the amounts which are required. I 
hold in my hand a statement to this effect signed 
by Samuel W. Allerton, Senator C. B. Farwell, and 
Potter Palmer, each of whom is able to pay the 
wholesum himself, It is as follows: 

“ CarcaGo, Feb. 20.—In addition to five milliuns 
now subscribed, there is, we think, no doubt five 
millions in bonds can readily be placed here for 
the World’s Fair.

Mr. Cullom .reaffirmed the pledge in his 


epeech to the Senate, as follows: 

I desire to say, in behalf of Chicago and of the 
commonwealth which I in part represent, that 
that city and that State appreciate the honor, 
which, if this bili shall pass locating the Fair at 
Chicago, will be conferred upon them if it become 
alaw. [desire to state furtherin behalf of the 
great City of Chicago, either as an organized gov- 
ernment or as 4 great body of over a million peo- 
ple, that there is no purpose on the part of any- 
body in that city other than to carry out to the 
very letter the pledges which have been made on 
their part to the committee of the two Houses of 
Congress. 


These extracts show what was pledged—ten 
millions and a sife, and the bill was passed 
with these promises for its basis. The lan- 
guage of the bill and the statements of the 
contracting parties agree, and to these the 
Advertiser should have gone instead of catch- 
ing up the loose and malicious misstatements 
of outsiders who are angry at Chicago for 
getting the location. This city has carried out 
its pledges in good faith. It has raised more 
than the ten millions, and it has provided a 
beautiful site three times the size of the Paris 
site, and we are surprised that a paver of the 
claimed Standing of the Boston Advertiser 
should join hands with the New York Sun, the 
pet organ of Tammany, and whose attacks 
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The civilized nations of the world are divided 
into coffee and tea drinkers, the former being 
decidedly in the majority. The greatest of all 
tea drinkers are the Australians. Next come 
the English, with a consumption of about 44¢ 
pounds of tea per head and less than a pound 
of coffee. On the continent, with the excep- 
tion of Russia, the coffee-drinkers lead heavily. 
In France the consumption per head is but 
one ounce of tea to 344 pounds of coffee. 

The United States ranks high among the 
coffee-drinking nations, being surpassed by 
Belgium and Holland alone, The average 
consumption of coffee per inhabitant in this 
country last year was 814 pounds, while that 


} of tea was but 1.2 pounds. Coffee is the na- 


tional beverage of the United States, and 
hence the wisdom of reciprocity with coffee- 
producing countries is evident—to pay for the 


coffee with grain and goods instead of gold,‘as 


the Democrats want. ' 

During the last ten years the annual con- 
sumption of coffee per head has increased two 
or three ounces. This is due in part to the 
fact that the people are better off and can 
afford to spend more on luxuries. But the 
average quantity of tea drank has not in- 
creased in the last decade. So it is evident 
that the United States is becoming more and 
more addicted to the Arabian or Brazilian 
berry. In 1820 the consumption per head was 
about seven ounces of tea and nineteen ounces 
of coffee. Ten years later it was about nine 
ounces of tea and forty-four of coffee, In 1840 
it was nearly fifteen ounces of tea and five 
pounds of coffee. Sixty years ago the value 
of the tea imported was about from a half to 
a third of that of the coffee. It is now about 
a sixth. The tea has been losing ground, com- 
paratively speaking, all the time. 

In the Dominion of Canada, where one 
might imagine about the same state of things 
would be found as on this side of the bound- 
ary line, the consumption of tea is in the lead. 
The people arink about two pouads of tea per 
head and less than one pound of coffee. It 
may be that they carry their loyalty to En- 
gland so far as to give the preference to the 
beverage which is the favorite over there. It 
is more likely that the English-speaking Cana- 
dians, being of Scotch-Irish and English de- 
scent, have retained the taste of their ances 
tors. 

The increasing preference for coffee in this 
country may be attributed in part to the fact 
that the great mass of the immigration, espe- 
cially of late years, has been from countries 
like Germany, whose inhabitants are heavy 
coffee drinkers, Had the majority of the im- 
migrants been from Engiand the scales would 
have leaned the other way. 

Taking the leading nations of the world col- 
lectively the consumption of tea is to thas of 
coffee as 1 pound is to 4. In the United States 
the ratio is about 1 pound to8, The investiga- 
tion of the reasons why Great Britain should 
have become so addicted to tea and the 
United States to coffee is something which 
might serve to occupy the idle time of some 
profound philosopher. 


Free Coinage of the “Cheap” Dollar, 

Wisconsin State Journal: Tas Cautcaco Trip 
UNB is keeping aclose watch upon the market 
quotation on silver. A week ago the quantity of 
silver in a silver dollar was worth 77 cents. Here 
is the latest 

The latest lates for silver in Wall street was 98, 
which is equal to 75.78 cents for the value of the 
pure metal in the United States dollar. 

Is it surprising that the silver mine owners and 
the class that wants topay debts with cheap 
money are anxious for the free and unlimited 
coinage into silver dollars of the fluctuating white 
metal? In three days’ time the price of silver 
dropped two cents, even with the present limited 
coinage. Ifthe government were to take its ca- 
pacious and steady hand off the safety-valve and 
go in to coin every ounce of silver that might be 
offered at the mints, who can tell what the result 
would be? It is very apparent, however, front the 
experience the people of this country have had 
with the circulating medium they use, that if 
the government were togo into the business of 
flooding its channels of trade with a dollar whose 
intrinsic value was but 75 cents, the value of the 
dollar would shortly depreciate to 70 cents, then 
to 6 cents, and soon down until nobody would 
want it; and the only ones to profit by the trans- 
action would be the silver mine owners who sold 
the bullion at first value, and the “ cheap-money,”’ 
“stumptail currency” howlers, who would there- 
by be able to pay off some honest debts with a 
dollar that would bereally worth from 2% to 3 
cents lessthan itsface. In the meanwhile the 
farmers and the laboring people, who have their 
products and their labor to sell, and who are only 
safe when the money of the land, which they take 
in exchange for their labor and the products of 
that labor, is sound, would be the losers by reason 
of the change. They would part with a dollar's 
worth of labor for a depreciated dollar. Discon- 
tent, dissatisfaction, and financial disturbance 
would surely result.

ONE OF CHICAGO'S GFRMAN-AMER- 
ICAN CITIZENS PASSES AWAY, 


He Succumbs to an Illness Extending Over 
Seven Years His Career in Germany 
and the United States — His Political 
Views and Actions Make Him an Exile 
from His Native Land—Funeral of Col, 
F. F, Flint—Other Obituary Matters. 


Ex-Congressman and Consul Lorenz Bren- 
tano; died at his residence, No, 445 La Salle 
avenue, at 6 o’clock last evening. For seven 
years Mr. Brentano had been suffering from 
paralysis, and his death came not unexpect- 
edly, as during the forty-eight hours previous 
he had been sinking rapidly, — 

Mr. Brentano’s life was replete with inci- 
dent and honor of more than ordinary char- 
acter. 

He was born Nov.4,1813, in Manheim, Baden, 
Germany. He studied law at Heidelberg and 
went out from the university at that place as 
a Doctor of Laws, After leaving the uni- 
versity he returned to Manheim and engaged 
in the practice of law. Twice elected 
Mayor of Manheim the government 
on each occasion refused to con- 
firm his election or allow him to serve. 
In 1848 he was elected meinber of the Parlia- 
ment at Frankfort, and before the close of the 
session became the leader of the Liberal 
party. In the’political: movement which led 
to the fleeing of the Grand Duke and the gov- 
ernmental crisis of 1848 he wag made Presi- 
dent of the provisional government of Ba- 
den, and later on Dictator. On the return of 
the monarchists to power he fled to Switzer- 
land and was sentenced to death in his ab- 
sence. 

During his residence in Baden he was in- 
strumental in introducing such measures as 
equal rights for the Jews and tral by jury. 
At the first jury trial in that country, 
of Baron von Struve for high treason, he was 
the leading counsel of the prisuner. The re- 
sult was a conviction, but the Baron was al- 
most immediately liberated. When he was 
President of the Provisional Government of 
Baden Gen. Sigel was his Secretary of War. 

After a year’s residence in Switzerland Mr. 
Brentano came to America and published in 
1850 the Democratic Zeitung at Potteville, 
Pa. On account of the paper’s bitter stand 
against slavery he was driven from Pottsville 
and his paper burned. 

Going to Kalamazoo, Mich., Mr. Brentano 
engaged in farming for eight years. In 1860 
George Schneider, owner of the Jil 
inois Staats-Zeitung, made Mr. Bren 
tano managing editor of the paper, 
latter acquiring an interest in the publication. 
After a short time Mr. Schneider sold his in- 
terest to Mr. Brentano, and the latter formed 
a parrnership with A. C. Hesing, retaining 
the editorial management and a three-quar- 
ters interest, e was a member of tne 
Illinois General Assembly in 1863. In 1867 
he sold his interest in the Staats-Zeitung to 
Mr. Hesing. He was a member! of the Chi- 
cago Board of Education for seven years, dur- 

five of which he was President. 

n 1869, having received amnesty, he visited 
Europe, where he was enga by Elihu Wash- 
burne to write articles for the leading German 

riodicals on the pending Alabama claim. 

¢ returned to Ainerica in 1872, and as a re- 
ward for his labors in Germany was made 

Consul to Dresden. On his return to Chicago 
he was elected to the Forty-fifth Congress. 
On the completuon of his term his health 
began to fail him. He continued to write 
for leading German magazines and law 
books until 1884, when he was taken down 
with the trouble that resuited in his death yes- 
terday. He leaves a widow, son, and two daugh- 
ter. One daughter is married ta a Captain in 
the German army and the other was the wife 
of the late Dr. Wagner. His son is Judge 
Brentano. ' 

Definite arrangements for the funeral have 
not yet been decided on, but ex-Congressman 
Deuster of Wisconsin, the lifelong friend of 
the dead man, will speak the funeral oration.

According to Mr. Brown’s estimates, there 
remaiu now but 160,000,000 tons of coal in the 
belt and thickest seams existing at a moder- 
ate depth below the surface. At the rate of 
the present and prospective production, these 
eearos will be e next fifty years, 
and the industries of England subsequent to 
that time will be burdened with the tax of a 
marked increase of expenditure in obtaining 
fuel.. Already the supply of. iron ore is run- 
ning short, and large quantities are imported 
from Spain. Butthis can easily be borne by 

n of the constantly increasing facilities 
fo? the rapid mining of coal. 

The prospect of an enforced economy in the 
use of coal, even though the evil day is put off 
for half a century, is one which t nyglish 
economists and statesmen do not like to con- 
sider. Already, however, they are recogniz- 
i, Pay importance of liquidatmg their public 
debt while the days of prosperity last, and of 
preparing for a respectable, if not for a pros- 
perous, old age. Itis, of course, some con- 
solation to reflect upon the ibility 
of some unknown forces of nature 
which may come to their relief. Recent re. 
ports of the discovery of vast stores 
of oi] in Peru which can easily be transported 
*o England are hailed with delight, even 
vhough there is not much encourage- 
ment to look for oil or gas’ in their own terri- 
tory. But the prospect of indefinitely length- 
ening the riod of national prosperity 
through the discovery of new coal fields in En- 
gland itself is regarded with the greatest satis- 
faction. 

As long ago as 1826, Buckland and Cony- 
bear recognized the possibility that the belt 
of coal fields on the Continent, extendi 
from Disseldorf on the Rhine to Liége an 
Charleroi in Southern Belgium, into Northern 
France, might continue under the Straits of 
Dover and reach to the tields of South Wales. 
Little progress, however, was made towards 
positive establishment of the fact until five 
years ago, when Prof. Dawkins purauaded the 
managers of the Southeastern railway to be- 
gin a boring at Dover for the purpose of test- 
ing the theory. In say weg | this work the 
company had before them the discouraging 
fact that in 1872 another company had suuk a 
boring at Netherfield, near Battle, in Sussex 
with unfavorable results, having penetrated 
the rocks to a depth of 1,904 feet without 
reaching the carboniferous strata. But the 
new place further north chosen for experi- 
ment was thought to be upon the other side of 
a fault in the rocks having great extension in 
an east and west direction, while a boring at 
Calais, in France, had already proved that on 
that side of the channel the coal measures 
were reached at a depth of 1,100 feet. 

To their great satisfaction the coal meas- 
ures were struck in the new boring at Shak- 
spere’s Cliff, ata depth of 1,000 feet, and a 
seam of coal was reached at a depth of 1.140 
feet. Five other seams were struckin the 
next 100 yards, some of therm being twoand 
one-half feet thick. Inall, ten feet of coal 
have been penetrated by the boring so far ac- 
complished. The prospect of reaching many 
other and thicker seams at lower depths is 
thought to be good, since in Belgium the strata 
contained a hundred seams of coal with a to- 
tal thickness of more than 200 feet. The coal 
obtained at Dover is also of a good quality. 
Nor is the deptb at which the coal is likely to 
be found any serious objection. Many British 
coal fields are already worked with profit at a 
depth ef 3,000 feet, while some of. the pits in 
Belgium are 4,000 feet deep. With the rapid 
improvements now making in the use of com- 
pressed air to serve the double purpose of 
working the machinery and of securing ventil- 
ation, still greater depths may doubtless be 
worked with safety and profit, ° 

The extent of this coal field under!ying 
Southeastern England is, of course, as yet un- 
known, Not unlikely, however, it may prove 
larger than all the other fields of England put 
together. A serious hindrance to further ex- 
ploration exists in the difficulty of securing 
such rights to the coal that those who are at 
the expense of the experimental work shall 
reap a due  bogge of the benefit. Accord- 
ing to English , the owner of the surface 
of the land owns everything down to the cen- 
ter of the globe, so that a company which 
should demonstrate the existence of coal over 
that extensive region would confer an inesti- 
mable boon upon the land-owners without 
reaping any adequate advantage to them- 
selves. Doubtless this difficulty will in due 
time be removed, and the great question 
of an extensive and profitable coal field in 
Southeastern England be definitely settled. 

But already the prospect is so bright as 
greatly to reassure the public mind. In glow- 
ing phrases Prof. Dawkins conclades: 

It is not improbable that the southeastern coa) 
field will be worked in the immediate future, and 
that centers of industry similar to Liége and Car- 
diff will spring up in time in the secluded region 
of Kent. The iron fields of the Wealden aréa 
were largely worked down tothe days of Eliza- 
beth, until the fuel necessary for smelting the ore 
was almost exhausted, and the ironmasters were 
compelled to transplant their industry elsewhere, 
and more especially to,North Wales. It would be 
a wp yt and not impossible revolution of the 
wheel of time if again the lost industry should be 
restored oy ge England theee h the 
discovery of the coal measures which lie buried 
under the North Downs. Whether, however, this 
bappens or not, the discovery of the southeastern 
coal fields will lead to the discovery of other 
fields which are concealed by the newer rocks in 
England, and will postpone the evil day when our 
coal will become exhausted, and when the indus- 
tries me upon it will depart to new re- 
gions. It is likely to upset all the calculations of 
the duration of our coal fields which have excited 
so much attention. 


NO NATIONALIS(S AT PROVINCETOWN. 


Edward Bellamy Explains How the Ru- 
mor Started, 
Bostox, Mass., Sept. 17.—[ Special. ]—Ed- 
ward Bellamy, referring to a published state- 
ment that a nationalist colony would be 
plauted at Provincetown, said today: ‘It is 
all a mistake.

The Cause of the Trouble. 

The carboy of nitric acid, which caused all 
the trouble, was being delivered by one of 
Puller & Fuller’s drivers to the Vogeler Bros., 
photo-engravers, on the sixth floor of the build- 
ing at 6b’clock. In backing his wagon con- 
taining the ten-gallon carboy it jarred several 
times against the sidewalk. This, it is 
thought, broke the thside glass vessel, but the 
acid did not begin to leak through the carboy 
until the driver had deposited it just outside 
the freight elevator on the sixth floor, which 
opens on the Woman’s Temperance Publish- 
ing Association’s electrot foundry. The 
driver notified one of the Vogeler Bros, that 
the acid was there, and went away. Foreman 
Nelson of the foundry noticed the escaping 
poison first, and tried to smother it with saw- 
dust. But it soon began to leak through the 
floor to the work-room of Peter Johnson & 
Co., printers, and a still alarm was turned in. 

The men of the ill-fated patrol No. 1 and 
hook and ladder company No. 9 came in re- 
sect, but the patroimen were at work first. 

hey were unconscious of the danger which 
lurked in the 
acid, but after throwing open the windows 
threw the acid and broken carboy into the 
alley, All the patrolmen ang firemen were 
near enough to the deadly fumes to inhale 
them from ten minutes to half an hour. 

None of the patrolmen or firemen felt any 
bad effects from breathing in the poison-laden 
air until nearly five hours later, when all be- 
came more or less ill, Physicians weré sum- 
moned to the patrol-house and found the men 
breathing quick and hard in great distress as 
if their lungs were choked up. They coughed 
and expectorated a frothy substance, while 
their breathing seemed to come from their 
stomachs.

PITTSBURG’S NATURAL-GAS SUPPLY. 


Old Wells Giving Out, New Ones Being 
Bored, and New Fields Found, 

Prrrssure, Pa., Sept. 12.—| New York Post. | 
—There is no profit in furnishing natura! fuel to 
the iron and steel mills and glass factmries, be- 
cause of the immense waste. The Philadel- 
phia company desires to get rid of the manu- 
facturers, and this week announced an in- 
crease in rates of from 10 to 15 cents per 
thousand cubic feet. The increase will date 
from the first day of October. The rates 
to private consumers were advanced the 
first day of the’ month from 15 to 2 
cents, a raise of 100 omg cent within a year. A 
majority of the mills using natural gas, such 
as the monster establishments of Jones & 
Laughlin, Oliver Brothers & Co., and Park 
Brothers & Co., secure their supply from the 
Manufacturers’ company or have their own 
private lines to the gas fields. The private 
consumers—if they will adopt the saving 
processes which are within the reach of all— 
will still find gas cheaper than coal, and unac- 
companied by the smoke and soot, necessary 
eviis resulting from the use of the biturninous 
or soft coal which abounds in Western Penn- 
sylvania. 

But it is the field reports which are of the 

reatest interest to the people of other ¢ities. 
r have secured the latest news on this subject 
and it can be relied upon. It is no secret that 
there has been considerable decline both 
in the Grapeville and Murraysville fields 
(Westmoreland County); otherwise there 
would be no necéssity forthe Philadelphia 
company seeking new territory. At present the 
company is drilling eight wells in the Bellever- 
non, Fayette County, field. The result is not yet 
known, but stnce the extension of the pipes to 
Bellevernon two new fields have been devel- 
oped, one at Elizabeth, the other in North 
Strabane Township, both in this (Allegheny) 
county. Larger pipes toconnect Pittsburg 
with the Canonsburg and Hickory fields of 
Washington County will also be put down, 
These districts have been very productive, but 
because of the small diameter of the pipes the 
full benefit has never been received. The gas 
field in North Strabane Township is no 
experiment, but has been thoroughly devel- 
oped by the Manufacturers’ and Jefferson Gas 
companies and found to be but little inferior 
tothe Murraysville fleld in its best days. 
Pittsburg obtained its original supply from 
Murraysville. The Philadelphia company is 
also laying a sixteen-inch line to Moon Town- 
ship, this county, down the Ohio River, in which 
field it has already secured four wells, show- 
ing a minute pressure of 400 pounds and rock 
pressure of nearly 700 pounds. This line also 
passes through a gas field in Stowe ‘Township, 
recently developed, in which one well has been 
drilled by the Forest Oil company, which 
shows a very large volume. In this field the 
Philadelphia company has secured territory 
and has made arrangements fur the immediate 
drilling of wells. It has also secured two 
wells and considerable territory in Ohio and 
Franklin Townships, about eight miles north- 
west of Allegheny City, one of these wells 
showi a pressure of 350 pounds per inin- 
ute, with a rock pressure of 650 pounds. The 
pressure recorded on the lines gives no indica- 
tion to an outsider of the real supply, since if 
one-half pound can be maintained on the va- 
rious lines throughout the City of Pittsburg a 
full supply is insured. 

In view of the above facts General Manager 
George A. Browne says the Philadelphia com- 
pany will be in a position to givean ample 
supply of gas du the coming winter. A

He Claims Their Protection from Certain

THE §4D STORY OF A SHOW THAT HAS 


SEEN ITS BEST DAYS. 


Melancholy Recollections Recalled by © 
Big Bullding and Its Seant Contents 
Down on the Lake Front—Attractions 
That the Inter-State Exposition Used 
to Have, but Which Are Foreign to It 
Now—Redeeming and Other Features. 


Down on the Cake-Front there stands a 
large, aimless building with walls of an un- 
certain yellow and an expanse of roof that 
was Once red. This same building was once 
the pride and glory of Chicago, and the good 
philanthropic banker and the dry goods mer- 
chant who superintended a Sunday-school by 
way of showing his humility would order their 
coachman to drive home by the way of Michi- 
gan avenue that they might rub their hands 
out of pure joy at the sight of so noble a 
structure, the while their blooded horses 
champed their bite and pawed the cobble- 
stones. This building has seen mighty gath- 
erings in the past, and one President was 
named under its roof as the choice of his 
party for this high and mighty office. 

In years gone by the folks who live on the 
avenue touched elbows with their more com- 
mon neighbors on the opening night of the 
great Exposition that was held each year, and 
the railroads running into Chicago put in 
commission every car that would serve to 
carry passengers, that they might accommo- 
date the country visitors who paid their an- 
nual visit to the city by the lake and con- 
tributed from their store to the coffers of the 
Exposition company. The hotels would be 
well filied during the six weeks the doors were 
open, and money would grow plentiful, and 
the merchants would begin figuring on an- 
other story to their building or the leasing of 
the store next door, Then the men who made 
aye were free to spend, and the ffoor and 
galleries of the building bloomed and blos- 
somed in all the beauty of the merchants’ and 
the manufacturers’ wares. 

Today all this is changed. The wails of 
the building show signs of decay, and the 
warring elements have played sad havoc with 
roof and timber. Bright paint has given place 
to spoted whitewash. Ina sentence the glory 
uf Exposition is gone. 

In the Old Days. 

Those mes that are gone saw the exhibits 
properly placed by —- night and 
when the big band opened with its grand 
march the crowd of first-nighters looked on a 
show complete, barring possibly a half dozen 
derelict exhibiters, Completeness was the 
rule; tardiness an exception. And in those 
days the admission fee exacted at the gate ad- 
mitted the visitor to the varied attractions of 
the entire building. There were no sideshows 
in its days of glory: no parte fenced off where 
am extra quarter dollar was needed for ad- 
mission, 

But times have changed. The Inter-State 
Industrial Exposition in this year 1891 opened 
with not one-third of the displays in shape. 
There are acres of floor space where. there 
will be no exhibitions this. year, and where 
firms have promised an attractive showing of 
their wares there is ina majority of instances 
only a poor start madein the direction ofa 
fulfillment of the promises. True, there are 
some excellent cuplays, notably the glass- 
ware, the dry goods, the furniture exhib- 
ite; but tneir beauty is lost in the barrenness 
of the surrounding space. 

The baicony was once an attractive feature 
of the Exposition, and there was much rivalry 
for the coveted This year the few 
that are reclaimed from disuse are now uti- 
lized as lemonade and candy stands, for the 
display of fancy work, photographs of nota- 
bles, a late Dr. Cronin, and the 
present Dr. Chauncey M. Depew. 

At one end of the building there is the 
World’s Fair in miniature, for which an extra 
charge of 25 cents is made. But ths ig 28 
is moderate considering the effect upon 
visitor as set forth on handbills in vari- 
colored ink: ‘A view of the electrical effects 
will bring the diathond dew to the eye, the 
rose to cheek, the cherry to the lip.”” Why 
it does so is not given out. 

And Such an Elevator! 

Just in front of the inside entrance to the 
World’ Fair in miniature is the perennial ele- 
vator in which oue may ride to the roof for 10 
cents. Two may go up for 20 cents, and no 
charge to come down, 

There are sundry ways of gleaning the 
nickels and dimes of the visitors between the 
two extremes of the building. There are 
stands for the sale of grape juice, for the sale 
of lemonade and candy ; re is the peanut 
vender, the phonograph man, and the ian 
with wares from of the Nile. ard 
by the entrance to the Lincoln cabin is a cider 
press, where the pure juice of the apple is re- 
tailed at the rate of five cents a glass. 

The Lincoln cabin is worthy of particular 
mention in a paragraph all to iteelf. Here is 
charged a separate admission fee of 25 cents 
to see the tuinbled down hut that tradition in 
the person of the manager says was once oc- 
cupied by Abraham Lincoln. 

Visitors may depart from any of several 
doors, and they are not under the necessity of 
buying separate tickets at leaving, a circum- 
stance for which they ought to be grateful. 

Two features of the present Exposition -wiil 
be the equal to or the superior of like features 
of former years. The two bands, the Second 
Regiment and the Aldine, that are to alter- 
nate in furnishing music for the afternoon 
and evening concerts are accounted the equal 
of any in C ees. And the flower show will 
be the feature of the E ition. In the six 
rooms formerly occupi 
the florista of Chicago will make displays the 
like of which has never been seen in the West. 
The flowers and the music will be worth the 
25 cents admission, and the pesple who visit 
the Exposition this year will doubtless forgive 
the lack of other attractions in remembering 
former years. 

Cullerton Gives His Reasons. 

Ald. Cullerton, referring to the eager haste 
of some of his colleagues to tear down the old 
Exposition Building, said yesterday: “I don’t 
think those Aldermen know just what they 
are talking about or appreciate the circum- 
stances of the city in relation to this building. 
How many of them have thought about the 
fact that one of the fire engine ned et 
with all its apparatus, horses, etc., are 
in that structure? Perhaps it will be news to 
them' that that is the case. But so it um. 
Now if we tear down the Exposition 
Building we will turn the fire company out 
of commodious and convenient quarters, 
Where will we house’*the company then? An 
engine-house lot in the district would cost 
$50,000—a building would cost $75,000. Is the 
city so flush that the Aldermen can think 
lightly about the expenditure of $75,000 for an 
engine-house over and above the appropria- 
tion? I think that when some of my rather 
impatient colleagues get to understand the 
facts they will not be so eager to tear down 
that old building. I have talked to the Mayor 
about the matter and he counsels patience.”

i public schools has a big task 
It is claimed that thousands of 
the school age are seeking to 
Compulsory Education law. Supt. 
kland of that department said yes- 
that he had eighteen agents making 8 
thorough canvass of the city in search of chil- 
dren between 7 and 14 years old who were not 
enrolled in the schools. These agents, he said, 
were visiting homes, stores, and factories, and 
accosting children on the street. He said: **Our 
department is greatly crippled for want 
of proper authority and because of the failure 
of the police to codperate with us. We have 
not the power of arresting parents who defy 
us to enforce our law, and police officers 
asked to take them in charge, as they have 
been authorized todo, answer the request 
with 1mpudence or asmile. The fact is that 
in the districts where truancy isthe worst even 
the police officers are afraid of the gangs of 
toughs who resist the compulsory law.”’ . 

Last year 11.254 children were placed in the 
schools by this department, and this year the 
number will doubtless be considerably larger, 
owing to the increased population and greater 
experience of the truant officers.

MILWAUKEE DAY AT THE STATE FAIR. 


Fifty Thousand People on the Grounds— 
News from the Cream City. 

Mrrwavuxesz, Wis., Sept. 17.—[Special.]— 
Never before in the history of the State Agri- 
cultural Society was there such an attendance 
on any one day of a State Fair as that of 
today. At o’clock this afternoon there were 
at least 40,000 people in ‘the fair grounds, 
which, with the morning attendance, brought 
the total for the day up to 50,000. Had it not 
been for the excessively hot weather, the tem- 
perature reaching 96°, there would have 
been 10,000 more people on the grounds.

| PLANS FOR A BIG HOTEL. 


A FOURTEEN-STORY HOSTELRY TO BE 
LOCATED ON MICHIGAN AVENUE, 


The Leroy Payne Property the Site of the 
Proposed Structure—Financial Features 
of the Deal-A Ground Kent of $2,000 
Per Month Exacted—The Gillette Prop- 
erty at Dearborn and Madison Streets 
to Be Improved—Other Realty Matters. 


Another great hote] building project has 
been fairly launched. The Leroy Payne prop- 
erty on Michigan avenue, one of the eligible 
hotel sites, is to be improved with a building 
suited to the location. A prominent Chicago 
man, whose name is not made public, has 
concluded satisfactory arrangements with 
Leroy Payne for securing his leasehold inter- 
est in the Michigan avenue real estate. The 
property has a frontage of 105 feet on Michi- 
gan avenue, thirty-eight feet north of Jack- 
son street, and is 172 feet deep. Mr. Payne’s 
lease has eighty-nine years yet to run at an 
annual rental based on the low valuation of 
$400 a front foot. The fee is owned by the 
Jennings estate, and without the lease to Mr. 
Payne would be worth ten times the valuation, 
The Orrington Lunt property adjoining the 
Payne property on the north is held at $4,000 
a front foot, 

In his negotiations with the projectors of 
the new hotel Mr. Payne made two offers. In 
the first instance, he offered to sell his lease- 
hold interest at $8,000 a front foot. As the 


> fee calls for the payment of interest on $400 a 


foot the purchaser of, the leasehold would se- 
cure the property at a capitalized cost of $8,400 
a front foot, or $600 less than is asked for ad- 
joining property. 

Mr. Payne also offered to sublease the prop- 
erty at $24,000 a year for the remainder of his 
ninety-nine-year term. The projectors of the 
hotel will accept this latter offer. A cash de- 
posit of $150,000 is to be placed in escrow as 
security until the building is erected. 

The new building will be twelve or fourteen 
stories high, of fire-proof steel construction. 
The stock comhany which has been formed to 
erect the structure promises to make it one 
of the finest hotels of the city. 

Another High Building. 

The negotiations for the lease of the Gil- 
lette property at the southwest corner of 
Dearborn and Madison streets, which have 
been carried on between the Hartford Safety 
Deposit company and the owner of the cor- 
ner, depend for their success upon the action 
of one man who at present ws out of the city. 
If successfully carried out, this will be one of 
the most notable deals in the history 
of Chicago real estate. The block 
in question, which is known as the Hawley 
property, or the Gillette property, has a front- 
age of fifty feet on Madison street and ninety- 
two and one-half feet on Dearborn street. oO 
contract has been signed, but the owner has 
offered to lease his corner on the following 
terms: The lessees are to pay $60,000 for the 
building, $23,000 for the first year’s rental, 
$24,000 for the second, $25,000 for the third, 
$26,000 for the fourth, and $27,000 for each 
succeeding year of the ninety-nine-year term. 
Capitalized this lease would determine a val- 
uation of $600,000 for the corner. This is $12,- 
000 a foot for the Madison street frontage and 
$130 a square foot, The Hartford Safety De- 
posit company is incorp»rated with a capital 
stock of ,000.

Opening of the Garrett Biblical Institute, 
Nofthwestern University, Evanston. 

The first exercise of the fall term of the 
Garrett Biblical Institute, Northwestern Uni- 
versity, Evanston, was held yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock, The students met at that 
hour in Memorial Hall. President Henry 
B. Ridgaway made an address of wel- 
come and then called upon Dr. Miner Ray- 
mond, who has just attained to his 80th year, 
who said: ‘I am glad to commence another 
year of teaching. Over fifty years of my life 
have been spent in teaching, but my self-re- 
spect has been sustained by the thought that 
the schoo! is one of our greatest institutions. 
There are some professions held in higher es- 
teem, but without the school they would tose 
their lustre. Weare certainly born into the 
world in ignorance, and require knowledge to 
fit us for life’s work, and cannot get it with- 
out teaching.” 

Dr. C. F. y, who has spent the last 
year in study at Berlin and other cities in Eu- 
rope, then madea few remarks. Dr. C. J. 
Littler, former Professor of History and Phi- 
losophy at Syracuse University, and who was 
elected to fill the Chair of Historical Theology 
at Garrett Biblical Institute left vacant by 
the death of Dr. C. W. Bennett last spring, 
was next called upon, and with much feeling 
addressed the students in these words: “ You 
knew Dr. Bennett well, your instructors knew 
him far better than I, but in one sense I think 
I knew him better than either of you. Lam 
to succeed Dr, Bennett for the second time. 
I saw about me six years ago the evidence of 
his power; my knowledge of his work in- 
creased my sense of his power. I come here 
to succeed him; my first words must be of 
him. His work was inspiring, and I can not 
hope tw do it as well as he did, but will do the 
best in my power. I count it a great honor 
to take the place of such a man.” 

Edward L. Parkes, D. D., professor of sys- 
tematic theology at Gammon Theological 
Seminary, Atlanta, Ga., and a graduate of 
Garrett, and the Rev. C. N. Grandison, D. D., 
President of Bennett College, Greensborough, 
N. C., were present and gave short talks. Ree- 
itations will begin this morning at 8 o’clock. 
The attendance this year is much larger thaa 
ever before. About Oct. 15 the formal open- 
ing will take place, when addresses will be 
given by several prominent ministers. 

Recitations in the College of Liberal Arts 
begin this morning at 8 o’clock. The exact 
number that have matriculated has not been 
announced, but itis much larger than ever 
before.

A Mine Superintendent Shot Dead While 
Carrying Gold Bars to a Town. 

Nzvapa, Cal, Sept. 17.—S, Galavotti, 
superintendent of the Derbec Drift mine, was 
murdered by highwaymen this morning while 
coming to this city with $5,000 of gold bar 
just cleaned up at the mine. Galavotti and J. 
D. Ostrom were in a two horse buggy ascend- 
ing the South Yuba River grade, six miles 
from the city, when a rifle shot was fired from 
the bank above, The ball entered the back of 
Galavotti’s head and,emerged from his mouth, 
causing instant death. Ostrom struck the 
horses with the whip, urging them mito a run 
up the steep grade just as a second shot was 
fired. The bullet entered the neck of one of 
the horses, but a turn in the road soon took 
the team out of: the range of the shooters. 
Ostrom continued to force the team up the 
gtade, holding his companion’s dead body in 
the vehicle with one arm and, being soaked 
from head to foot with his lifeblood. Reach- 
ing the Mount Vernon House, Ostrom left 
Galavotti’s body and hid the bullion in the

He Wants te Find Out the Precise Effect 


ef the McKinley Bill on a Portion of 


Great Britain’s Commerce—France’s Rea- 
son for Seeking Control of Egypt—A Be- 
lief That England Should Withdraw— 
Arrivals at the Hotels. 

Campbell A. Wright, Assistaat Secretary of 
the British Board of Trade at London, is at 
the Paimer House. Mr. Wright is in this 
country for the purpose of gathering accurate 
statistics regarding the exportation and im- 
portation of cotton yarn, cotton cloth, woolen 


and worsted yarns, etc., during the month of ; 


August. Mr. Wright says the following fig- 
ures are those furnished by the British Board 
of Trade fot August, and he wants to know 
how they agree with the statistics of the 
United States for the same materials: 

The exporte of cotton yarn amounted to 
21,654,700 pounds, valued at £965,525, com- 
pared with 20,290,200 pounds, valued at £9383,- 
798, for the same month last year, which 
shows an increase of 6.4 per cent in quantity 
and a decrease of 1.8 per cent in value. 

Of cotton cloths the exports amounted to 
410.201.200 yards, valued at £4,421,513, com- 
paréa-with 485,626,400 yards, valued at £4,- 
891,328, for the same month last year, which 
shows a decrease of 10.4 per cent in quantity 
and 9.6 per cent in value. For the seven 
months ending with Aug. 31 the total exports 
of cotton cloth to the United States amounted 
to 33,012,300 yards, valued at £792,795, show- 
ing a decrease of 2,423,400 ‘yards, but an in- 
crease ot 212,062 in value. 

Of woolen and worsted yarns the exports 
for the month of August amounted to 3,883,- 
100 unds, valued at £365,441, compared 
with 3,882,400 pounds, valued at £384,823, for 
the sane month last year. For the seven 
months ending Aug. 31, to the United States 
the exports amouated to 189,000 pounds, val- 
ved at £23,200, or a decrease of 363,700 pounds 
in quantity and £48,448in value. 

Of woolen goods and fabrics made of wool 
and mixed materials the exports for August 
were 6,305,400 yards, valued at £712,878, com- 
pared with 6,339,400 yards, valued at £705,846 
for the corresponding month of last year. 
For the seven months ending Aug. 31 the ex- 
porte amounted to 32,132,000 yards, valued at 
£3,564,408, compared with 31,472,400 yards, 
valued at £3,508,377 for the same period last 
year, or an increase of 1.9 per cent in quantity 
and an increase of 1.7 per cent in value. 

To the United States for the corresponding 
seven months the exports amounted to 2,404.- 
400 yards, valued at £446,992, or a decrease of 
641,100 yards in quantity and £84,345 in value. 
For August, however, there was an increase of 
52,000 yards in ——_— and £12,212 in value. 

The exports of worsted fabrics amounted to 
14,638,900 yards for the month, valued at £920,- 
478, compared with 18,158,600 yards, valued at 
£1,058,135 for the same month last year, show- 
ing a decrease of*2.1 per cent in quantity and 
13 per cent in value. To the United States the 
exports of worsted fabrics for the seven 
months ending Aug. 31 amounted to 17,838,200 
yards, valued at £1,174,225, which shows a de- 
crease of 20,834,900 yards and £1,201,190, as 
compared with the same period last year, and 
a decrease of 13,367,900 yards and £997,515 for 
the same time in 1890, 

To the United States the exports for seven 
months ending Aug. 31 of linen yarn and 
fabrics were 7,200 yards, valued at £1,- 
020,798, compared with 67.201,100 yards, 
valued at £1,383,060 of last year, or a decrease 
of 18,248,900 yards, valued at £353,267. 

**The figures show what effect the McKinley 
bill has had,”” said Mr. Wright. “‘ In nearly 
every instance it has decreased the exporta- 
tion to this mags? 6 and that certainly does 
us some harm.

England 
never has realized a half penny, however, 
from the posseasion of Egypt, and it is the 
advice of the Liberal y ‘to withdraw the 
troops and permit the Khedive to take care of 
his own country. Tewfik, the present K he- 
dive, is a progressive man and would no 
doubt make a good ruler. His father Ish- 
mael Pasha, who is a prisoner at Constan- 
tinople, I ex , will have his head cut off be- 
fore long. It would not take much to in- 
duce the Sultan to behead him.”’

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reading. to get which she directs us to pay to the 
critic who writes and publishes the best and most 
careful woe = of the work, whether the senti- 
ment thereof be favorable or otherwise, the sum 
of $100, the award to be made Oct, 10 by a com- 
mittee of three, to whom criticisms are to be 
submitted anonymously, first having been clipped, Fs” 
numbered, and pasted. For this purpose we de- 
sire you to send us three copies of your publica- 
tion containing your remarks from which to make 
additiofis to three ery ey em 

It is understood that the work of clipping, ar- 
ranging, and numbering shall be done by our- 
selves, and that neither the author nor the refer- 
ees shall know upon whom they are passing judg- 
ment until after the award is made.

Inquiry was made at the office of Laird & 
Lee as to the object of sending out a circular 
which appeared on its face to be an attempt 
to bribe literary editors, 

“Nothing of the kind was intended,” said 
Fred C, Laird. “The plan is wholly an idea 
of the authoress, who is the wife of the editor 
of a first-class paper.

MAKING A NOISE IN INDIA. 


The Newspaper Articles That Landed the 
Editor and Publishers in Jail. 

A cablegram last week announced that the 
managers of the Bungobasi, a weekly news- 
paper published in Bengal, having a circula- 
tion of 20,000 copies, had been fined a large 
sum for printing articles derogatory to the 
government. Copies of this newspaper have 
recently arrived in England, and they were 
found to contain the most virulent attacks 
upon the Indian Government. The articles 
are said to have attracted large public atten- 
tion in northern India, and the government 
decided that they were calculated to under- 
mine the government’s authority, and that 
stern measures must be taken to put an end 
to this sort of opposition. 

The articles were certainly couched in the 
most wild and extravagant terms. Most of 
them related to the Age of Consent act, and 
the editor declared that this bit of legislation 
was intended to undermine the religion of the 
native people. The newspaper also declared 
that fever, cholera, and other diseases are 
spreading with the extension of British rule in 
India. It said further that that rule was one 
of brute force, and that the Indian people 
were weighed down under the evils which the 


British had brought upon them. The news- 


paper aiso held that the government was 
responsible for the floods, famines, and other 
great evils that had befallen the country with- 
in ten years. 

The proprietor, editor, and manager of the 
newspaper were arrested, and the magistrate 
declined to admit them to bail. The prisoners 
were therefore kept in jail until their trial 
occurred Aug. 19. .Only the results of the 
trial have yet come to hand, but the papers in 
the case have been published, and show the 
claims of both sides. 

The contention for the defense was that the 
articles were written under the influence of 
strong religious excitement, and that although 
the language was foolish and intemperate, yet 
there is nothing in it which was intended or 
was likely to excite disaffection to the consti- 
tuted authorities. The prosecution, however, 
asserted that the articles were outrageous in 
their distortion of facts, and that they were 
likely seriously to affect the government’s po- 
sition with regard to the people, and that the 
articles, in fact, could properly be regarded 
as treasonable. 


HIS SCHEME TO NAVIGATE THE AIR. 


Luddy, the Troy Inventor, Thinks He Has 
Solved the Problem. 

Troy, N. Y., Sept. 15.—The West Trov 
genius, Timothy Luddy, has silently labored 
for twenty years perfecting plans to navigate 
the air. His brain has brought fortha com- 
bination of balioon and airship. According 
to the statements of Mr. Luddy and his 
friends, he has at last succeeded in riggmg a 
machine that will go to the clouds and 
remain there long enough to be wafted 
thousands of miles by an ordinary wind. The 
inventor’s airship consists of two huge cigar- 
shaped balloons, pointed at both ends, fifty- 
five feet long and eighty feet in circumference 
at the largest part. Under the balloons is a 
ear forty-five feet long, securely fastened by 
ropes. Rudders are fixed at each end of the 
car and are shifted at will by the pilot, who 
may sit at either end, according to the direc- 
tion of the ship’s motion. At each end of the 


-craft is a propeller to help lift and hold the 


ship in the air and to steady it in case of acci- 
dent to the balloon. 

The power which is expected to move Lud- 
dy’s airship at the speed of the wind is a min- 
iature electric motor now building at the 
Edison works. The balloons are of alumi- 
nium. Everything about the craft suggests 
strength and elasticity. Luddy’s airship 
seems to meet the requirements for a light 
ship, simple and firmly built, The mass of 
intricate machinery has been dispensed with. 
By this airship, Mr. Luddy expects, the tour- 
ist may cross country from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific in two days.

RATE CUTTING ALLEGED. 


UNSATISFACTORY CONDITION Of EAST- 
BOUND FREIGHT AFFAIRS. 


Complaints Made to Chairman Blanchard 
Charging Some of the Eastbound Roads 
with Manipulation—Meeting of Mana- 
gers of Interested Lines Suggested—The 
Santa Fe and Rie Grande Will Not Con- 
solidate—Close Traffic Agreement Effect- 
ed—Other Raillway News, 


Eastbound freight business is in an unsatis- 
factory condition. Shipments by the all-rail 
lines are not half as large as they should be 
and the rates are said to be demoralized. The 
heavy crop of grain this year throughout the 
country and the large demand for it in Europe 
should give enough business to all the east- 
bound roads to keep them busy day and 
night. But the shipments are much lighter 
now than they were at this season last year, 
and some of the roads, in order to make any 
kind of a showing, find it necessary to manip- 
ulate the rates. There are several reasons for 
this condition of affairs. In the first place the 
lake and rail lines, which were supposed to 
have advanced their rates a month ago, are 
making less than tariff rates, and in conse- 
quence get more business now than at any 
time this season, In the second place, much 
of the Missouri Rivér export grain is 
gong via St. Louis and New Orleans to 
Europe, instead of going direct to Eastern 
seaboard points, because the rate via the for- 
mer route is about six cents per 100 pounds 
less than via the latter. The Soo line and 
Canadian Pacific also manage to divert con- 
siderable grain from Chicago by manipulat- 
ing rates. This compels the weak lines run- 
vag East from Chicago t@ make concessions 
to through shippers, as they have no local 
business to depend upon, as have the strong 
lines. The great bulk of the business going 
East from Chicago by ail-rail lines has been 
going lately by the Nickel-Plate and the 
Chicago and Erie, and it is contended by the 
strong lines that they are cutting or manipv- 
lating rates. The Michigan Central, Lake 
Shore, Chicago and Gr Trunk, Pennsy!l- 
vania, and Baltimore and Ohio have made 
complaints to Chairman Blanchard, alleging 
that rates on provisions and oats are being 


cut—about five cents on the former and two 
cents on the latter article. They infer that 


the Erie and Nickel-Plate are doing most of 
the cutting, but thus far have failed to 
substantiate their charges. Chairman 
Blanchard, in a letter to the gaa 
roads,’says while no proof has been furnish 
to show that rates are bei manipulated, he 
feels there is good ground for the complaints, 
and suggests that a meeting of the managers 
of the interested lines be held at an early 
date to see what can be done to stop the 
trouble and bring about a strict maintenance 
of rates. 

Freight Traffic Manager Cochran of the 
Erie says so far as his road is concerned there 
is no truth in the charges that it is cutting or 
manipulating the rates. The Nickel-Plate 
people make similar denial, It is believed the 
cutting or manipulating of rates is being done 
by the Eastern connections of these lines, and 
that the contracts with shippers are being 
made at the seaboard. 


MADE A CLOSE TRAFFIC AGREEMENT. 


A Consolidation Between the Santa Fe and 
Kio Grande Not Contem plated. 

While the report that the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé had leased or secured control of 
the Denver and Rio Grande, and that the two 
roads would be consolidated, is denied by the 
officials of those roads, yet they admit that an 
alliance in the shape of a close traffic agree- 
ment has been formed. A consolidation be- 
tween these roads is prohibited by the laws of 
Colorado, and a traffic arrangement is the 
most that can be done to bring the 
two systems into closer relations. As 
stated yesterday, the Denver and Rio Grande 
has agreed not to elect a President 
or General Manager until the Santa Fé peo- 
ple have been consulted and have sanctioned 
the choice. This makes it certain that those 
positions will be filled with friends of the 
Santa Fé, and that harmonious relations be- 
tween the two companies will not be dis- 
turbed hereafter. The opinion is expressed 
that E. T. Jeffery will be elected President of 
the Denver and Rio Grande, yet it is claimed he 
merely went West with President Manvel of 
the Santa Fé to arbitrate certain questions be- 
tween the Colorado and Midland, which is 
controlled by the Santa Fé and the Denver 
and Rio Grande, and that he would not accept 
the Presidency of the latter company if of- 
fered to him. 


E, P. Wilson Is Named. 

A petition is being circulated at Cincinnati, 
which is said to be receiving many signatures, 
urging upon the President of the United States 
the appointment of E, P. Wilzon to the posi- 
tion on the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
made vacant by the resignation of Judge 
Cooley. Mr. Wilson is Commussioner of the 
Cincinnati Freight Bureau. Previously he 
was General Passenger Agent of the Chicago 
and Northwestern. e was also Chairman of 
the Western States Passenger Association for 
two years and filled the position with great 
ability. Before coming to Chicago he was 
General Freight and Passenger Agent of the 
Queen and Crescent route at Cincinnati. 


Must Not Run Dining-Cars. 

In the suit of Fred Harvey against the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Judge Collins 
entered a decree yesterday restraining the 
company from operating dining-cars west of 
the Missouri River. Harvey hasa contract 
with the company to feed its passengers at 
his numerous eating-houses along its line. 
The company sought to violate the agreement 
by running dining-cars between Chicago and 
Denver to compete with the Rock Island road. 
The injunction perpeinery enjoins tle com- 
pany from interfering with Harvey’s business 
along the route aud compels the defendant to 
stop all its trains to enable the passengers to 
take meals at Harvey’s eating-places.

There is no occasion for all this shrieking on 
the part of our railroad friends and their 
newspaper allies. 

The President and Senate will find capable, 
honest gentlemen to administer the affairs of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission. They 
always have found such parties to manage the 
great departments of the government, and 
intelligent, honest gentlemen always min- 
ister trusts and discharge public duties in 
much the same manner, let their brand of 
party politics be what it may.

TALKING ABOUTOUR FAIR 


WHAT THE PRESS IN OTHER CITIES 
, SAYS OF IT. 


Senator Hawley’s Paper Declares That as a 
National Enterprise of the American 
People It Should Be Helped by the 
Nation—The New York “Recorder” Tells 
How Tammany Drove the Fair Away 
From Gotham—Why Congress Should 
Make the $5,000,000 Loan. 


Hartford Courant (Senator Hawley’s paper) :. 
The local directors of the World’s Fair have 
decided that, in order to make that greatshow 
all that it should ‘be, it is advisable to ask 
Congress for a loan of $5,000,000, the security 
offered being the gate receipts, together with 
the receipts from the sale of concessions and 
privileges and from the sale of building ma- 

erials after the Exposition is over. The de- 
cision has the approval and sanction of the 
National Commission.

They 
are willing to confess to a cheat. They ought 
not to be permitted to do it. They should not 
have a cent. 

This kind of talk seems to us ill-considered 
as well as ill-natured. It isn’t business. Never 
mind now about Chicago. The Fair isn’t Chica- 
go’s Fair—it’s the United states’ Fair. The Pres- 
ident of the United States, by direction of the 
United States, has invited all the peoples of 
the world to exhibit their products at it and to 
come to see it. This being so, it intimately 
concerns both the self-respect and the pocket 
of the United States that the Fair shal) 
be the greatest and best Fair ever seen. 
Indeed, leaving sentiment entirely one side, it 
would be the soundest business economy for 
Congress to appropriate the $5,000,000 or 
double that sum outright rather than run the 
risk of having the Fair even a comparative 
failure. It is literally true that the Anijerican 
people cannot afford to have ita failure. Na- 
tional self-interest would forbid it, if National 
pride didn’t. 

The security which the Chicago directors are 
able and willing to offer for the: repayment of 
the loan has the luok of being solid and ample. 
But the five millions would still be a good in- 
vestment for the United States, we think, if 
not a dollar were to fiad its way directly back 
to the Treasury. In this class of investment 
it’s the direct returns that count, 


Tammany Drove the Fair Away. 

New York Recorder; The cause of the loss 
of the World’s Fair to New York was the greed 
of the rulingJunta in Tammany Hall. 

The bosses of contract politics undertook to 
make the great intercontinental celebration 
of the most momentous event in the history of 
nations a tender to their plots for personal ag- 
grandizement through political power. They 
regarded the country’s noble plan for cele- 
brating the discovery of a new world merely 
as an opportunity for a gigantic operation in 
contract politics at the expense of the taxpay- 
ers of the land.

There was no sub- 
committee attendi to any branch of the 
project that had not in its membership one of 
the half-dozen daring contract speCulators 
that participate in the Junta’s government 
and furnish from gains through public work 
Tammany’s “‘sinews of war.”’ 

The World’s Fair bill which Fassett passed 
in spite of Tammany’s obstructions was a 
measure of general popularity. But unhap- 
pily the delay has been too long, and so New 

ork saw the prize pass to Chicago through 
Congressional action in which Western Demo- 
crats like Springer of Illinois were even moro 
prominent than Western Republicans. 

Such is the history of the World’s Fair pro- 
ject, in which, as in the rapid transit legisla- 
tion of the same year, Tammany Hall lost ev- 
erything for New York by demanding every- 
thing for itself or rather for the few monopo- 
lists of inordinate greed who own the Wig- 
wam machine and command theservices of 1te 
nominal leaders by the favors their wealth 
enables them to distribute. 


The World’s Fair Loan. 

Milwaukee Sentinel: A successful World’s 
Fair at Chicago would be in the nature of a 
calamity to New York [as Tammany Hall 
thinks}. The mere selection of Chicago as the 
site of a Fair, in competition with New York, 
has been a biow. A successful Fair means 
prestige, business, and a wider fame for Chi- 
cago, chiefly at the expense of New York. 

Naturally New York | hardly makes a decent 

retense of patriotic interest in the World’s 

‘air, and it tries to obstruct — movement 

that contributes to its success. It is clamor- 
ous to howling for the principle of no govern- 
ment loan to any such enterprise. 

There may be a question as to the necessity 
and wisdom of the proposed five million loan, 
but New York’s enthusiastic opposition is not 
based on any other consideration than that of 
rivalry. New York declares that Chicago is a 
cheat and a swindle, having made no éugges- 
tion of a loan when contesting New York’s 
claim to the Fair. Chicago, backed by nearly 
all the Commissioners from all the States, 
affirms that the opportunity is here to make a 
greater thing of the Fair than has ever been 
contemplated, and that a government loan, to 
be repaid, would add amazingly to the glory 
of the whole United States. 

The question is whether the expenditure of 
this additional sum is imperative and whether 
it can be obtained from any other source than 
the national Treasury, or whether the nation- 
al character of the Fair is so distinct and its 
national benefits so large that it would be un- 
just to Chicago and Illinois to place the bur- 
den on that city and State; and whether there 
is any probability that the government would 
get anyof the muney back. These are the 
points to be considered, and not the question 
of Chicago’s perfidy in calling for help.

What the Removal Means—<A Trade of 
$50,000,000 a Year to Be Regained. 

Wasurxetoy, D. C., Sept. 13.—[St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.}|—Germany has taken off 
the embargo on the American hog. Den- 
mark has dittoed—Austro-Hungary and 
France will soon follow. [But the im- 
mense and prohibitive duty still stands, 
with no signs of relaxation. The retalia. 
tory sugar tax may have to be imposed 
to force Germany to deal fairly with our pork 
products. France stiil prohibits}. What 
will the removal of the restrictions be 
worth? When the question was put to 
Secretary Rusk he replied: “Any opin- 
ion expressed would be only surmise.’ 
It is possible, however, to give some figures 
which are approximate on the subject and 
also very impressive. 

In 1881 the exports of hog products from 
this country reached high-water mark. That 
year the rest of the world bought of this coun- 
try pork in various forms to the amount of 
$105,000,000, Then began the restriction pol- 
icy. It was taken up by one country after an- 
other. The hog exports of the United States 
fell off rapidly. The drop in five years was 
to $57,000,000. And this was notwithstanding 
the fact that trade was pushed outin new 
directions. In the effort to make up for the 
loss through the decrease of haifa dozen Eu- 
ropean countries the exports wefe increased 
somewhat from the minimum in 1886, but the 
$100,000,000 mark has not yet been reached. 
With the removal of the restrictions the ex- 
ports uf hog products will go upward with a 
long jump. The course of the trade under the 
influence of the decrees and the efforts in new 


‘directions is traced in an interesting way by 


the Bureau of Statistics. The figures repre- 
sent the total exports of hog products from 
this country to the rest of the wurld for the 
years given:

Germany irfaugurated the prohibitive meas- 
ures against the American hog in 1880, but 
the first decree only applied to sait meats. 
Bacon and ham were exempted, but in 1883 
the Bundesrath decreed against the American 
hog in all forms except lard. Other countries 
followed. Germany even forbade transporta- 
tion of the American hog products through 
her territory. The partial recovery in the last 
two years of the lost hog trade is accounted 
for in jarge part by the vigorous action of this 
overnment in the way of meat inspection. 
e course of the Amevican hog trade in Ger- 
mauy is shown by the following figures of the 
exports from the United States to that coun- 
try:

The analysis of the figures of hog product 
exports justifies the statement that ex- 
ports are at least $50,000,000 less than they 
would be but for the restrictions imposed by 
the various foreign powers.

AMERICAN SMOKELESS POWDER, 


Good Results with Three and Six Pounder 
Rapid-Fire Guns. 

Wasurneton, D. C,, Sept. 11—A series of 
tests at the naval ordnance proving ground at 
Indian Head Tuesday last has demonstrated 
that the navy has asmokeless powder which 
can be depended upon for satisfactory results 
in rapid-fire guns. 

The new compound was invented by Prof. 
Charles E. Munroe, chemist at the naval tor- 
pedo station at Newport, and has been devel- 
oped to its present state by the inventor and 
Commander Jewell, whoisin charge of the 
torpedo station. It isdue to the efforts of 
these two that the invention has béen made a 


success. Certain features of the mixture wills 


remain a secret in the interests of the govern- 
ment. 

The tests at Indian Head were with three- 

under and six-pounder rapid-fire guns. 

leven rounds were fired from six-pounder 
and eight from the three-pounder. first 
rounds were with experimental charges to de- 
termine the er weight of the charges, The 
final results with the six-pounder were as _ fol- 
lows: A charge of 400 grammes gave an 
initial velocity of 1,960 feet per second, with a 
pressure in the powder chamber of sixteen 
tons per square inch. A charge of 392 
grammes gave 1,920 feet per second initial 
velocity and achamber pressure of fourteen 
tons. The service charge of black powder is 
820 grammes, whieh gives a velocity of 
1,800 feet, with fifteen and a half tons pressure 
in the powder chamber. 

With the three-pounder a charge of 310 
grammes gave 2,250 feet initial velocity, with 
a chamber pressure of 148-10 tons. The 
three-pounder is 760 grammes, giving 2,000 
feet initial velocity, with a chamber pressure 
of 15 tons. The results obtained in the three- 

under were somewhat more favorable than 
See been obtained abroad, while those in the 
six-pounder were about equal to the results 
obtained in Europe with the same sized gun. 

The powder is almost entirely smokeless, 
giving off only a’slight haze, which is quickly 
dissipated. As with European smoke 
powders, a small priming charge of black 
powder must be used, as the smokeless ins 
are difficult ofignition. This priming c 
makes a slight puffof gray smoke, which 
quickly disappears. The extreme regularity, 
unifurmuity, and correspondence of velocities, 
with pressures which were apparent through- 
out the tests, are tavorable features. 

The task of developing the powder will be 
continued with the help of the results obtained 
at this first official test, and it is reasonable to 
expect that, with experience in manufacture 
and further experiments in the details of load- 
ing, fixing the primer, regulating the size of 
the charge, etc., still better results may be ob- 


tained. 

In addition to Tuesday’s test, good results 
have been obtained with a grade of the com-

The 
result of all this 1s that veseels which hereto- 
fore have been able to land and leave Rio or 
Santos in two weeks are now compelled to lie 
there four, five, and six weeks before they 
can get their cargoes. Meanwhile the visible 
supply of coffee is not extensive, and that is 
the other reason why prices are still kept up. 
They are pretty sure to come down, however, 
as current quotations of ‘future coffee 
show.” 

A eurious feature about all these excessive 
fluctuations in the coffee market-is that the 
retail prices remain largel unaffected by 
them. It is only when a condition of the mar- 
ket is greatly prolonged that it is reflected in 
the retail trade. A dealer estimated that 
while the market price had increased from 7 
cents a pound to nearly 20, the average retai 
price had not advancad more than five cents 
a pound. 


THE LIVELY LITTLE VAMOOSE. 


Around the Swift Steamer 
Mary Powell. 

New York Sun, Sept. 12.—Like a tiny white 
demon crowned with flowing locks of sooty 
hair, which the wind tossed victoriously be- 
hind, the Vamoose danced all around the 
Mary Powell yesterday afternoon on the Hud- 
son. It wasa gay dance, for it wiped out 
defeat of the past by an amply satisfying vic- 
tory. It was adefiant dance, tou, for there 
was a saucy dignity in the way the speedy 
steam yacht tossed her head above the Waves 
whenever she settied down to real work; and 
every willful burst of speed seemed to be meant 
for a challenge to the disdainful Norwood. 

When Mr. Hearst tied his little fiyer to the 
pier at West Thirty-fifth street at 2 o’clock ia 
the afternvon for a breathing spell before the 
brush she looked as trim as a racehorse. She 
had been stripped of all unnecessary, weight. 
Her crew’s bunks, the cushions in the after- 
eabin, the lifeboat amg its davits, the search 
light, even the big — at the fore had 
been taken out and left behind. Including 
the officers, crew, and guests there were only 
fourteen persons aboard. Mr. Hearst said 
then that he would not race far, for if his 
boat could not beat the steamboat before 
reaching Yonkers there was no need to go 
further. 

The Vamoose neared the steamboat and 
then veered off westward. At last she settled 
down well ahead of the Powell and about two 
points off the port bow. Gradually she. fell 
back. The passengers on the steamer thought 
their boat was overhauling her. About o 
posite Ninety-fourth street Mr. Hearst m 
agesture and immediately the thin smoke, 
which almost whistled out of the shining 
brass stack, changed to inky blackness. It 
poured out in thick, sooty puffs and floated 
tar behind. For a few muments it partly hid 
the boat. The Vamoose was going faster now. 
She had 225 puunds of steam on and the throt- 
tle pulled wide open. In half a minute she 
was even with the Powell’s bows. Then she 
bounded ahead. Her nose rose high above 
the waves,and her knife-like bows cut the 
water with scarcely a dash of spray. Her 
stern sank perceptibly, and tne single wave 
which bellied amidabips and hollowed at her 
stern rose almost to her deck. She was run- 
ning away from the Powell. 

Two or three minutes later she swept grace- 
fully in front of the Powell’s bows and took a 
position to starboard, Then she swept back 
again. As viewed from the Powell she had a 
strong list to port throughout. There were 
Pm cn. hundred people on the dock at One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth street. They cheered 
and the little racer made a new burst of speed. 
She was then a good 300 yards ahead. 

Off Fort Lee the Vamoose suddenly veered 
to starboara, and fell back. When the Pow- 
ell had nearly caught up the little boat sudden- 
ly wheeled about to port, crossing the steam- 
boat's bows, and made over toward the Pali- 
sades in a long sweeping curve. She sped 
southw ined up again, haif a mile 
astern. eutire time occupied in this turn 
was 1}¢ minutes. 

She eame like a racehorse. From a tiny 
white spot, far back in the water, she grew 
rapidly. The dense black smoke which poured 
from her stack became blacker and thicker. 
and floated away in clouds over to the Pali- 
sades. As she approached on the port quar- 
ter she seemed to jump from the water, so 
high did she hold trying, it 
seemed, to over through 
the waves. yacht Neira, which was out 
to see the fun with a party on board, was left 
behind ina moment.
